Who Was 
St. Patrick? 


St. Patrick, patron saint of Ire- 
land, widely revered in this 
country as well as in Ireland, or 
Eire. While there is much of a leg- 
endary nature attached to his his- 
the encyclopedia gives the 
date of his birth as about 389 A.D. 
The date of his death is recorded 
as having taken place in 463 A.D. 
His birthplace is uncertain, but is; 
believed to have taken place in! 
southwestern Britain, and his Brit- 
ish name was Succat. 

At the age of 16 he was carried 
off by Irish marauders and passed 
his captivity as a herdsman near 
the mountain Slemish in County! 
Antrim (according to tradition) or 
possibly in Connaught. The young 
herdsman saw visions in which he| 
was urged to escape, and after six 
years of slavery he escaped to the 
north coast of Gaul. He was or- 
dained a deacon at Auxerre, some 
14 years later and returned to Ire- 
land where he proceeded to the con- 
version of Ulster. His use of the 
shamrock as an illustration of the 
Trinity led to its being regarded 
as the national emblem, The book 
of Armagh, which records his 
eventful history, was compiled in 
807 A.D.
